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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 3 1 -32 and 35-36 are currently being amended. Support for the amendments 
can be found in the original claims and throughout the Specification. No new matter is 
added. 

This amendment adds, changes and/or deletes claims in this application. A detailed 
listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of whether the claim(s) 
remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate defined status 
identifier. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 31-36 are now pending in this 
application. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U. S. C. § 112 

Claims 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
Specification is allegedly only enabling for treatment and not prevention. Solely in order to 
expedite prosecution and without acquiescing in the correctness of the rejection, the claims 
are amended to recite "method of treating." Accordingly, Applicants request withdrawal of 
the rejection.
